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Solons Eye Control . . .

The Legislature's Appropriations Committee 


Monday served notice that it is anxious to 
gain more legislative control over the budget 
of the Department of Roads. 


"I think it is erroneous to suggest that 


the Legislature cannot do anything with the 
department's budget," Appropriations Chairman 
Richard Marvl of Hastings said. 


The highway budget is almost wholly 


financed by a combination of state highway 
user revenue (chiefly fuel taxes and registration 
fees) and federal aid. 


Tops $106 Million 


The 1973-74 budget, as recommended by 


Gov. J. James Exon, surpasses $106 million. 


But, senators indicated at a committee 


briefing on department activities, they will be 
reluctant in the future to assign money without 
more controls. 


A number of lawmakers said they want 


legislation drafted to implement the recom- 
mendations 
of a roads budget 
subcommittee 


headed by Sen. Jerome Warner of Waverly. 


Power For Auditor 


Specifically endorsed was a proposal that 


the state auditor be vested with authority to 
apply the highway sufficiency rating system 
against proposed improvements to determine 
construction priorities. 


Although no vote was taken on OK proposal, 


comments from committee members indicated 
general approval. 


Senators also reexpressed concern over the 


lack of uniformity in applying legislative salary 
intent 
to Department 
of Roads 
personnel 


salaries of less than $7.000 a year. 


717 Didn't Get $300 


Some 717 of the 1,980 affected employes 


in the department failed to receive salary hikes 
of $300 or more, according to figures compiled 
by the Warner subcommittee. 


The 1972 Legislature, at the behest of the 


Appropriations Committee, had proposed $300 
minimum 
salary 
increases 
for 
all 
state 


employes salaried at $7,000 or less. 


"The point was the close the gap between 


low salaries and high salaries," Marvel noted. 


Not Satisfactory 


While 1.263 affected roads employes were 


granted salary raises of $300 or more, the 
Warner 
subcommittee noted, 
it considered 


adherence with legislative intent to be "less 
than satisfactory." 


Committee members were also concerned 


that the department was unable to make much 
use of a sudden and substantial addition in 
federal funding obligation authority granted to 
the states during the second quarter of fiscal 
1972. 


The one-time increase in available federal 


funding obligations at that time was $74.9 
million, the committee was told. Nebraska was 
able to use only $6.5 million. 


Planning Lack 


The reason Nebraska could not use more 


of the funds, the Warner subcommittee said, 
was 
because 
there 
was 
not 
sufficient 


preliminary engineering and designing of road 
projects to create a backlog enabling the state 
to take advantage of the increase in federal 
obligtion authority. 


Funding should be provided in the future 


to build such a backlog in case additional 
authority becomes suddenly available again, 
the committee was told. 


Marvel described 
the 
inability to use 


previous authority as '"a serious matter." Sen. 
Shirley Marsh of Lincoln agreed. 


Begin Stockpiling 


"We should begin stockpiling projects so 


we will be all ready to go next time," Sen. 
Herb Nore of Genoa said. 


With a backlog of projects, the subcommittee 


noted, the 1974 Legislature also would be in 
position to decide whether it should authorize 
the issuance of additional highway bonds. 


The subcommittee also recommended 
a 


more aggressive recreation ™ad construction 
program.

Texas Law Struck 


The ruling struck down a 


Texas law that made it a 
crime for a doctor to end a 
pregnancy except "for the 
purpose of saving the life of 
the 
mother." 
Thirty 
other 


states have similar laws. All 
presumably will become in- 
valid. 


At the same time, the court 


disapproved, 7 to 2. key pro- 
visions of a Georgia law that 
allowed medical abortions only 
to residents of the state and 
said 
two additional doctors 


must concur with the woman's 
physician.

constitutionally kept citizens of 
other 
states 
from 
u s i n g 


Georgia's 
medical 
facilities 


and 
unduly 
restricted 
t h e 


rights of pregnant women. 


Similar laws 
in 13 other 


states will become invalid as 
a result. 


Justice HaTy A. Blackmun 


spoke for the majority in rul- 
ings that took more than two 
years to reach. His opinions, 
running 72 pages, were sup- 
ported with medical, religious 
and philosophical as well as 
legal references. 


Justices Byron R. White and 


William 
H. 
R e h n q u i s t 


dissented. White said, "The 
court apparently 
values the 


convenience of the pregnant 
mother more than the con- 
tinued existence and develop- 
ment of the life or potential 
life which she carries." 


But Blackmun, for the ma- 


jority, said the state could 
cause a pregnant woman con- 
siderable harm by not allowing 
her to have an abortion.

He said the agents were 
in the Secret Service quarters 
about 100 yards from the ranch 
house. 


Johnson, the 36th president, 


was the nation's only living 
former 
president, his death 


coming less than a month after 
that of Harry Truman.

Johnson "a dynamic leader, a 
unique personality and a man

courage."

ordered all flags on federal 
buildings to fly at half staff 
in honor of Johnson for 30 
days.

Vier Troops On Alert

Washington — United States air power,

36th President of the United States, died Mon- 
day of an apparent heart attack suffered at 
his ranch. Johnson, 64, who had a history 
of heart trouble, was pronounced dead on ar- 
rival at Brooke Army Medical Center in San 
Antonio.

Court Rules On Abortion 


Washington — The Supreme. Court, voting 


7 to 2, overruled all state laws that prohibit 
or restrict a woman's right to obtain an abortion 
during her first three months of pregnancy. 
The court drafted an entirely new set of national 
guidelines that will result in broadly liberalized 
anti-abortion laws in some 46 states but not 
abolish restrictions altogether.

State Legislature OfCs 
First Bills Of Session

N e b r a s k a ' s Legislature 


passed its first bills of its 1973 
session Monday. 


E i g h t 
no n-controversial 


measures, mostly m a k i n g 
technical revisions in existing 
law, 
were approved on final 


reading and sent to 
the 


governor 
for signature into 


law. 


The final readings came on 


the 12th legislative day of a 
session limited to 90 days. 


The 'bills had been introduc- 


ed variously by Sen. Roland 
Luedtke 
of L i n c o l n 
as 


chairman 
of the 
Judiciary 


Committee and by Sen. Terry 
Carpenter of Scottsbluff 
as 


chairman of the Legislative 
Council Executive Board. 


The Legislature also gave 


first roundi floor approval to 
a m e a s u r e appropriating 
$273,927 from the general fund 
to meet emergency needs of 
various 
departments 
a n d 


agencies of <the state. 


The bill, LB253, came from 


the Appropriations Committee 
but bad been concurred in by 
the governor's o f f i c e , ac- 
cording 
to 
c o m m i t t e e 


chairman Sen. R i c h a r d 
Marvel. 


Included in the bill was 


$30,500 of general fund money 
to finance larger ttian-expected 
costs of placing Nebraska's 
new county court system into 
effect. 


The system officially came 


into being Jan. 1 but an ad- 
ministrator, James Dunlevey, 
wa s employed 
about 
s i x 


months earlier. The deficiency 
appropriation 
covers ad- 


ministrative costs not provided 
for in the original appropria- 
tion last year.

DeCamp To Introduce 
New Bill On Abortion 


Responding to M o n d a y ' s 


Supreme Court decision, Sen. 
John DeCamp of Neligh said 
he will pesent the Legislature 
with a bill Tuesday prohibiting 
abortions after six months of 
pregnancy. 


The high court left states 


with the option of prohibiting 
abortions in about the last 
three months of pregnancy. 


States may not r e s t r i c t 


abortions in the first three 
months, and they may only 
regulate abortion procedures 
during 
the 
following 
three 


months or so. 


In effect, DeCamp said, his 


proposed abortion bill will be 
"the 
strongest 
m e a s u r e 


ipossible" under the r u l e s 
prescribed by the Supreme 
Court.

The Legislature, in giving 


first-round 
approval 
to 
a 


5273,927 deficiency appropria- 
tion bill, decided Monday to 
try and force the hiring of 
a new director for the so-called 
"State Gasohol Committee." 


The action came in the form 


of an amendment to the defi- 
ciency appropriation measure, 
LB253, from Sen. Loran Schmit 
of Bellwood. 


The amendment w o u l d 


specifically p r o h i b i t the 
gasohol unit from paying the 
salary of the current director. 
Ray Ratliff. 


Schmit said he had nothing 


against Ratliff personally, "but 
we need a man with more 
technical ability." He also said 
that when the committee does 
hire a qualified director, he 
would be the first to request 
sufficient funds. 


As to the committee itself, 


the 
lawmaker 
said 
t h e 


members "have not made an 
honest attempt to find an ad- 
ministrator who is competent" 
and 
can 
fully 
handle 
the 


research program. As a result, 
he said, the committee has not 
functioned as it should. 


The gasohol unit was created 


via a bill originally sponsored 
by 
Schmit 
in a 
previous 


session. 
It 
established 
a 


research program assigned the 
task of probing the use of 
grain alcohol as a fuel blend. 


The Schmit amendment was 


adopted on a 244 tally. Voting 
against 
were Sens. 
Shirley 


Marsh of Lincoln, Ramey C. 
Whitney of Chappell, Richrd 
Marvel of Hastings and Robert 
Clark of Sidney. 


Schmit told the lawmakers 


he warned the committee of

said "I want this committee 
to know I mean business."

and construction is expensive. 
Barnett

and Bellevue as two areas 
whioh would like the 12-month 
plan. 


"Don't get the inference that 


this will save money right 
away," Barnett 
said. "The 


first year will be more ex- 
pensive, but in Pittsburgh, for 
instance, the schools were $90 
per student cheaper to operate 
during the second year of the 
12-month plan."

tendent John Praseh appeared 
at the hearing to support the

His announcement that he 


would not run again for the 


legislative 
f i g u r e , con- 


gressional leader and vice 
president under Kennedy. 


A Texan born and bred. 


Johnson's lifelong background 
was steeped in politics. It ran 
in bis family and it dominated 
his being. 


Racial strife at home and 


a mounting war in Vietnam 
were among problems that 
Johnson inherited the moment 
he took ttie oath of office 
aboard the presidential jet that 
carried him — and Kennedy's 
body — back to Washington 
just a few hours after the 
assassination. 


In his first session of dealing 


with Congress from the White 
House end of Pennsylvania 
Avenue, Johnson in 1964 suc- 
ceeded in winning passage of 
the strongest civil rights bill 
since Reconstruction days and 
enactment cf an $11.5 billion 
tax cut. He prided hknelf on 
pulling through 47 of the 51 
major legislative items Ken- 
nedy had left on the ad- 
ministration's agenda. 


The Great Society 


A year later, in the first 


session of the 89th Congress, 
Johnson followed through on 
most of the remaining New 
Frontier m e a s u r e s and 
launched his own Great Socie- 
ty . A "war on poverty," 


presidency was one of the most disease and illiteracy was its 
dominant theme. 


The result was the biggest 


aid to education bill in history, 
medical care for the aged, 
voting rights for Negroes and 
a host of other new economic 
and social approaches to the 
nation's needs. 


J o h n son's 
overwhelming 


defeat 
of 
Sen. Barry 
M. 


Goldwater of Arizona on Nov. 
3, 1964, paved the way to these 
legislative victories. 


Johnson won 61% of the 


popular vote — 43 million to 
27 million — and pocketed 486 
electoral votes to Goldwater's 
52 in carrying all but six 
states. Democrats meanwhile 
made a net gain of 38 House 
and two Senate seats for new 
margins of 295 Democrats to 
176 Republicans in the House 
and 68 to 32 in the Senate.

The Texan who had seen 


World War — service in t h e 
Pacific visited peoples in the 
Far East where no American 
president had ever set foot 
before.

underprivileged 


nations of the area achieve a 
gre-at society of their own once 
peace was attained in Viet- 
nam. 


Pre-Election Surgery 


Johnson returned from the 


mission on Wednesday, Nov. 
2, six days before the election. 
On Thursday, Nov. 3, he sum- 
moned 
newsmen 
a n d an- 


nounced he 
would 
undergo 


surgery within two weeks. Two 
operations were involved, he 
related; one to correct an ab- 
dominal hernia growing out of 
the scar on his gall bladder 
operation of the year before; 
the other to remove a small 
polyp, or swelling, from his 
throat.

The president underwent the 


double surgery, which lasted 
53 minutes, with no complica- 
tions. 
Within 
minutes 
o f 


emerging from the anesthesia, 
he had seized a pen and pad 
to demand of his doctors: 
"Tell me all about it." 


Less than four hours after 


the operations, he called in 
newsmen and photographers to 
demonstrate he was all right 
except 
for soreness of his 


throat and abdominal region. 
On Saturday, Nov. 19 — three 
days after surgery — he strode 
out of Bethesdia and flew to 
his Texas ranch to continue 
his recuperation with a mix- 
ture of work and rest. 


The president's critics in- 


sisted that foreign policy was 
his weak point. His friends in- 
sisted 
he was doing all any 


man could do to k«ep peace 
in a troubled world. 


Domestically, Johnson prided 


I 


himself on the firmness he 
showed in the civil rights field 
— whether in pushing legisla- 
tion to fruition or in assigning 
t r o o p s 
t o 
p r o t e c t 


demonstrators 
on a 50-mile 


march in Alabama. 


In this as in other areas, 


the 6-foot-3 Texan brought to 
the presidency an unquestioned 
sense of leadership and a 
demanding energy that had 
marked his entire career. 


He slowed down only when 


illness forced him to — such 
as the bout with a virus that 
hospitalized him after his in- 
auguration in January 1965 and 
abdominal surgery 8Vz months 
later. But he had recovered 
totally from his 1955 heart at- 
tack and made a few con- 
cessions to it except for daily 
exercise such as 
swimming 


naps when possible, and mild 
and walks. 


In retirement at his ranch 


on the Pedernales R i v e r , 
Johnson 
led an 
a l m o s t 


reclusive life, keeping an eye 
on his business interests and 
showing up in Austin to con- 
duct s e m i n a r government 
courses at the University of 
Texas. 


In March 1970, Johnson was 


hospitalized at Brooke Army 
Hospital in San A n t o n i o 
because of chest pains that 
created concern over his heart 
condition. A c a r d i o l o g y 
specialist told newsmen it was 
not a heart attack in the 
general medical sense of the 
term but resulted 
from 
a 


reduction of blood flow to the 
heart because 
of hardened 


arteries. 


Johnson brought 
to t h e 


presidency not only vitality but 
also a knowledge of the office 
gained from w o r k i n g in- 
timately with four chief ex- 
ecutives 
— Franklin 
D. 


Roosevelt, Harry S Truman, 
Eisenhower and Kennedy. 


That Johnson was born to 


politics was never much in 
doubt. On Aug. 27, 1908, his 
rancher grandfather, 
Samuel 


Ealy Johnson Sr., rode on 
horseback around Johnson Ci- 
ty, 
Tex., 
t e l l i n g 
his 


neighbors: 


"A United States senator 


was born this morning — my 
grandson." 


His other grandfather had 


served in the state legislature 
and had been Texas secretary 
of State. His father, Sam Jr., 
had followed 
in the family 


legislative footsteps, 
serving 


five terms. 


Johnson's mother was the 


former Rebekah Baines. On 
her side of the family had been 
a 
signer 
of the T e x a s 


Declaration of Independence, a 
governor 
of 
Kentucky, 
a 


member of the first Congress 
of 
the Republic of Texas. 


Rebekah Baines had worked 
her way through her final year 
at Baylor University a n d 
taught school in G i 11 e s p i P. 
County, Tex. 


Both parents left an indelible 


imprint on young L y n d o n 
growing up m the jackrabbit 
country along the Pedernales 
River. 


Thirst For Learning 


From his mother came a 


thirst for learning and Texas 
tradition. From her, he heard 
how one of his grandmothers 
had escaped a surprise Indian 
raid on their ranchhouse by 


hiding in an empty flour bar- 
rel. Step-by-step she taught 
him the alphabet with A-B-C 
blocks, then the Mother Goose 
rhymes, 
then lines f r o m 


Longfellow and Tennyson. He 
was reading at 4 and started 
school at 5. 


Johnson's memories of that 


time were vivid and dear to 
him. 


So much so that on April 


11, 1965, when he signed into 
law a $1.3 billion elementary 
and secondary school aid bill 
— the largest in history and 
the first breakthrough in the 
old parochial school aid con- 
troversy — Johnson did so at 
the one-room school near his 
ranch where he first learned 
the three R's. His most im- 
portant guest was Mrs. Kate 
Deadrich Loney, 72, of Rough 
and Ready, Calif., who was 
his first teacher at that coun- 
try school and had held him 
or her knee to read to him as 
a tot. 


A Teacher First 


He gloried in having been 


a school teacher 
before he 


turned to politics and said he 
wanted to return to teaching 
after leaving the presidency — 
instructing 
students at the 


School of Government that the 
University of Texas was at- 
taching to the Lyndon Baines 
Johnson Library that would 
house his papers. 


But Johnson did not fit the 


classic intellectual mold. 


He had a quick and retentive 


grasp of official documents 
and other written matter but 
he usually held his extracur- 
ricular reading to biographies,

histories or other books dealing 
with national and world pro- 
blems. He shunned fiction. His 
favorite volume was British

As a youth, Johnson's grades 


were good but not outstanding. 
At Johnson City High School, 
he was president of his class 
of seven when he graduated 
at age 15. 


He had a flair for debating 


and reached the Texas state 
high school finals. When he 
lost, he recalled later, "I went 
right into the bathroom anrf 
was sick." 


Stubborn Man 


It was after high school that 


Johnson showed he could be 
stubborn. He flatly balked at 
going to college. When his 
parents persisted, he took off 
with five friends and headed 
for California. For the first 
time he experienced poverty 
and hunger. 


Johnson told an interviewer 


in after years: "Up and down 
the Pacific coast I tramped, 
washing dishes, waiting on 
tables, doing farm work when 
it was available and growing 
thinner and more homesick." 


He hitchhiked home to Texas 


but still objected to college. 
For a while, he worked on 
a road gang around Johnson 
City. 


Then one night he told his 


parents: "I'm sick of working 
just with my hands. I don't 
know if I can work with my 
brain but I'm ready to try." 


With a borrowed $75 and a 


janitor's job, Johnson entered 
S o u t h w e s t 
Texas 
State 


Teachers 
College 
at S a n 


Marcos in February 1927. After 
his scholastic layoff, he was 
avid for study. 


He took his degree in 3'2 


years and on the small college 
campus 
demonstrated 
h i s 


fledgling political prowess. He 
was the star debater on the 
college team, the editor of the 
campus newspaper 
and the 


organizer of a maverick school 
political group that upset a 
long-standing regime. 


For two years, he taught 


speech 
and 
debate 
in 
a 


Houston high school where his 
debate teams won s t a t e 
honors. And he volunteered to 
work as a campaigner for 
Richard Kleberg, the Texas 
congressman and owner of the 
mammoth King Ranch. The 
job proved to be a turning 
point in Johnson's life. 


When 
Kleberg 
went 
o t 


Washington in 1932, the 22- 
year-old Johnson went 
with 


him as an assistant. For the 
rest of his life, Johnson was 
in politics. 


In that lower echelon of 


congressional secretaries, the 
youthful 
Texan 
caught on 


quickly. 


In 
1934, Johnson 
w a s 


diverted 
from 
politics 
b y 


romance. In a w h i r l w i n d 
courtship he wooed and won 
Claudia Alta Tayor, the pretty 
brunette daughter of a well-to- 
do Marshall, Tex. rancher. She 
was known best frcm childhood 
as "Lady Bird " 


Johnson ran for his 
first 


elective office in 1937 — the 
youngest and least known of 
10 candidates seeking the 10th 
Congressional District seat. 


Shrewdly, t h e 23-year-old 


hopeful declared himself 100CJ 
for the Roosevelt New Deal 
program 
inelud'ng the con- 


troversial Supreme C o u r t - 
packing plan. Brought into the 
limelight and made the focus 
of voter attention, Johnson won 
the 
first 
cf 
six H o u s e 


terms. 


Even more, it brought him 


to the quick attention of a 
delighted Roosevelt, who was 
cruising in the Gulf of Mexico 
at the time cf the election 


Friendship 


The new congressman was 


invited aboard ship where he 
and Roosevelt struck up a 
friendship that continued bark 
in 
Washington 
with 
Whitp 


House 
b r e a k f a s t s 
and 


chats. 


Johnson 
had 
a n o ( h e r 


powerful friend in Washington, 
Speaker Sam Rayburn, the old 
friend cf his father. Rayburn 
took Johnson under his wing 
and 
began 
giving him 
a 


tutelage that went on throug.l 
the years — even during tnc 
period when Johnson reifinert 
as Democratic leader of the 
Senate. 


With only 
four 
years 
of 


House experience under his 
belt, Johnson announced from 
the White House steps in 1941 
that he would run for the Tex- 
as Senate seat made vacant 
by the death of the incumibent 
W. Lse 
O'Daniel. Johnson 
Icat. 


Still a House member and 


a strong New Dealer, Johnson 
was In Washington when Pearl 
Harbor was attacked. Three 
days 
later, 
he w a s com- 


missioned as a Navy lieutenant 
commander. 


Johnson's war service came 


to an end in W2 
when 


Rocsevelt ordered him 
to 


resume 
h i s 
congressional 


duties. 


For the remainder of the, 


war, he served as chairman' 
of the House Naval 
Affairs, 


Investigating Committee. 


It was in this period that 


the fast-moving Texan became 
well acquainted with a little- 
known senator from Missouri, 
Harry S Truman, who was 
heading up a wide-ranging 
Senate inquiry into war con-, 
tracts. 


His political star was on the* 


rise. In 1946 he made his se- 
cond 
challenge 
to 
become- 
senator 
and in a 
run-off, 


against Ccke Stevenson won by* 
the hair-breath margin of 37 ~ 
votes out of 988,295 that were 
cast. 


Johnscn 
first 
flashed 
to 


Senate 
attention 
when the, 


Korean War broke out. In a 
series of speeches, he pro- 
tested 
the lack 
of all-out 


mobilization and what he call- 
ed a policy of "delay-defeat- 
retreat." 


In the off-year elections of 


1950, 
both 
the 
S e n a t e 


Democratic leader and 
the^ 


whip were toppled from office.'' 
Sen. Ernest McFarland, an 
Arizona veteran, was elected 
to the leadership. By ac- 
clamation, Johnson was named 
whip. 


He was 42 at the time. He 


had been in the Senate two 
years. 


In 
1952, 
D w i g h t 
D. 


Eisenhower swept to pawer 
and McFsrland went down in 
the landslide. The Democrats 
picked Johnscn as their leader. 
At 44, he stood at the top. 
of the party's Senate hierachy 
and, with Rayburn, one of the 
two most powerful Democratic 
spokesman in Washington. 


'The Treatment1 


During eight years in the 


post, 
Johnson 
built up 
a 


reputaticn as 
a 
legislative 


leader that bordered on the 
legendary. His prowess as a 
cloakroom negotiator was un- 
matched. 
With a blend of 


persuasion a n d hammering 
tactics which became known 
as "the treatment." the Texan 
welded 
together 
the 
often- 


divided Democrats into a well- 
drilled unit. 


Johnson made no secret of 


his formula for success as 
Senate leader. He gave it in 
two words: "hard work." 


Those two words almost cost 


him his life. In 1955, he suf-' 
fered a massive heart attack 
that sidelined him for nearly 
six months. 


On his return to the Senate, 


his work habits were little 
changed. The only noticeable 
compromise was the fact he 
gave up his three-pack-a-day 
cigarette habit. He also slim- 
med dcwn with a diet and gave 
up 
highly 
spiced 
c h i l i 


dishes . 


And as he moved from the 


Roosevelt New Deal left to the 
center, Johnson came under 
increasing 
fire 
from 
t !i e 


liberal wing of the Democratic 
Party. 


Political Philosophy 


Jchnson refused to define 


himself 
as a liberal, con- 


servative or middile of the 
roader. He tried to sum up 
his viewpoints along those lines 
in a 1S58 treatise titled "My 
Political Philosophy" in the 
Texas Quarterly, a University 
of Texas publication. Johnson 
said-

am a free man, an

that order.

In 1960 he saw his bid for, 


the 
Democratic 
presidential 


nomination go down the dram 
when the northern big state 
delegates turned to Kennedy 
and gave the younger man the 
nomination on the first ballot. 
While Kennedy was rolling np 
impressive primary victories, 
Johnson had plodded away at 
his Senate post. 


Then Kennedy, in a surprise 


move, offered Johnson the vice 
presidential 
nomination and 


the Texan accepted. 


His presence on the ticket 


proved decisive. Johnson was

In a national telev ision ap­ 
pearance 
on 
the 
night

March 31. 1968, Johnson an­ 
nou nced that in the cau se of 
' opening the way to peace talk s 
he was limiting the bombing 
of North Vietnam territory . 


Secret 


Then, in the closing minu tes 
of his 40-minu te talk , be read 
the sentences k ept secret from 
all ex cept his closest intimates 
which clceed off 31 y ears of 
pu Wic serv ice. 
He began by calling for na- 
tiwial u nity and declaring his 
earnest intent that “I shou ld 
not permit the presidency to 
become 
inv olv ed 
in 
th e 
partisan div isions 
that 
arc 
dev eloping

y ear.” 
Then he added; 
‘‘I shall no t seek and I will

^ mediately after his annou nce­ 
ment d e m ons t r a t e d the 
abrasiv e trou bles that afflicted 
Johnson’s second tenn. 
On March 12, 1968, New 
Hampshire v oters cast their 
v otes in a Democratic Party 
presidential 
primary 
a nd 
rev ealed a deep-set discontent 
with the war. Sen. Eu gene 
McCarthy , 
a 
‘ ‘ p e a c e ’ ’ 
Democrat 
f r om Minnesota, 
obtained a su rprising 42% of 
the v ote and the commitment 
of 20 conv ention v otes com­ 
pared to only 4 to Johnson. 
O t h e r prominent senators 
su ch as Democratic leader 
; Mik e 
Mansfield, 
S e na t e 
\ Foreign Relations Ccmmittee 
' Chairman J. William Fu lbright 
I and Robert F. Kennedy were 
openly condemnatory of the 
* president’s war policy .

On April 4, 1968, Dr, Martin 
Lu ther King Jr., the foremost 
leader of the Negro civ il rights 
mov ement, was assassinated 
by 
a sniper’s bu llet while 
standing on a motel balcony 
in Memphis, Tenn. For fou r 
day s in April, v iolence, looting 
and arson eru pted in 128 U.S. 
cities and towns. 
In Washington, D.C., the riot 
area reached within two block s 
of the White Hou se and troops 
were ru shed in to restore 
order. 
In 
bis 
campaig n 
ag ainst 
Humphrey , Nix o n cashed in 
heav ily 
o n 
bo th 
areas 
o f 
disco ntent. The y o ung er v o ters 
were ang ry o v er the war; the 
o lder o nes incensed o v e r 
mo unting crime and v io lence 
in the streets. 
Congress, which Johnson had 
long 
commanded 
both 
a s 
Senate Democratic leader and 
as president, became balk y . In 
an u nprecedented rebu ff, the 
Senate refu sed to confirm his 
nomination of an old friend, 
Abe Fortas, to be chief ju stice 
of the United States. 
This was a far cry from 
the tense, tragic day s when 
Johnson 
be c a m e president 
u pon 
Kennedy ’s 
death 
i n 
Dallas. 
At that paraly zing moment, 
Johnson took decisiv e com­ 
mand. 
He 
u tilized 
an 
ac­ 
cu mu lation of political sk ills 
and insights dev eloped ov er 
three decades as a rising 


legislativ e 
f i g u r e , 
con­ 
gressional 
leader 
and 
v ice 
president u nder Kennedy . 
A Tex an bmn and bred. 
Jo hnso n’s lifelo ng backg ro und 
was steeped in po litics. It ran 
in his family and it do minated 
his being . 
Racial strife at home and 
a mou nting war in Vietnam 
were among problems that 
Johnson inherited the moment 
he took the oath of office 
aboard the presidential jet that 
carried him — and Kennedy ’s 
body — back to Washington 
ju st a few hou rs after the 
assassination. 
In his first session of dealing 
with Congress from the White 
Hou se end of Pennsy lv ania 
Av enu e, Johnson in 1964 su c­ 
ceeded in winning passage of 
the strongest civ il rights bill 
since Reconstru ction day s and 
enactment ef an $11.5 billion 
tax cu t. He prided himelf on 
pu lling throu gh 47 of the 51 
major legislativ e items Ken­ 
nedy had left on the ad­ 
ministration’s agenda. 


The Great So ciety 
A y ear later, in the first 
session of the 8 9th Congress, 
Johnson followed throu ^ on 
most of the remaining New 
Frontier 
m e a s u r e s 
and 
lau nched his own Great S(K;ie- 
ty . A 
‘‘war 
on 
pov erty ,” 
disease and illiteracy was its 
dominant theme. 
The resu lt was the biggest 
aid to edu cation bill in history , 
medical care for the aged, 
v oting rights for Negroes and 
a host of other new economic 
and social approaches to the 
nation’s needs. 
Jo h n so n’s 
o v erwhelming 
defeat 
o f 
Sen. 
Barry 
M. 
Go ldwater o f Arizo na o n No v . 
3 , 1964, pav ed the way to these 
leg islativ e v icto ries. 
Johnson won 61% of the 
popu lar v ote — 43 million to 
27 million 
and pock eted 486 
electoral v otes to Goldwater’s 
5 2 in carry ing all bu t six 
states. I^mocrats meanwhile 
made a net gain of 38 Hou se 
and two Senate seats for new 
margins of 295 Democrats to 
176 Repu blicans in the Hou se 
and 68 to 32 in the Senate. 
This hu ge election v ictory 
followed 
a 
gru elling 
a nd 
sometimes bitter, bu t alway s 
colorfu l campaign in which 
Johnson tou ched grou nd in 44 
states and sou nded a recu rrent 
and resou nding theme of peace 
and prosperity . 


Accent on Peace 


The heav iest accent was on 
peace — ‘‘that fiv e-letter word, 
the most imfportant word in 
ou r langu age.” 
It was a campaign in which 
Johnson ranged from the corn- 
pone ‘‘y ’all come to the speak - 
in’ ” appeal of his Tex as hill 
cou ntry y ou th to lofty qu estions 
of nu clear war and how to pre­ 
v ent it. 
Johnson had been nominated 
by acclamation on his 5 6th 
birthday at the 
Democratic 
Party ’s 
1964 
conv ention 
in 
Atlantic 
City , 
N.J., 
ni ne 
months after he su <x ^eded to 
the presidency . 
Jo hnso n tapped as his v ice 
presidential running mate an 
energ etic fo rmer Senate co l­ 
leag ue, Hubert H. Humphrey 
o f Minneso ta, who as Senate 
Demo cratic whip, had play ed 
a v ital nde in helping Jo hnso n 
sco re his asto nishing reco rd o f 
success 
with 
Co ng ress 
i n 
1964. 
There were s i g ni f i c a nt 
triu mphs in other fields too 
— particu larly in fending off 
a railway strik e in 1964 and 
a steel strik e in 1965 that 
threatened to pu t dents into 
the economic gains of the 
Kennedy -Jo'hnson y ears. 
Johnson 
wooed labor. 
He 
wooed 
bu siness. 
He 
wooed 
D e m oc r a t s . 
He 
wooed 
Repu blicans. 
He 
pu t 
great, 
store in appealing to ev ery 
segment of the nation to follow 
him. 
Fo reig n Po licy Crises 
Bu t 
foreign

steadily plagu ed him. 
The biggest was the war in 
Vietnam. He embraced a v ow 
made by Presidents Dwight D. 
Eisenhower and John F. Ken­ 
nedy to carry ou t the U.S. 
commitment 
there. 
And 
in 
1965. with the war escalating, 
Johnson ordered the bombing 
of North Vietnam and a v ast 
bu ildu p in U.S. military in­ 
v olv ement. 
Johnson’s decision to send 
troops to the 
D om i ni c a n 
Reipu blic in April to bar the 
spread of Castroism was a test 
of his determination closer to 
home. There were other tests 
of 
Johnson’s 
leadership 
in 
Panama, 
France. 
Indonesia, 
Greece, T u r k e y , 
Pak istan, 
India — and alway s the Com­ 
mu nist bloc, inclu ding Cu ba. 
Then, in 1966, Jo hnso n ran 
into ro ug h sledding po litically 
at ho me.

There was hou sewife 
resentment against rising liv ­ 
ing costs. 
TTie Vietnam war with its 
mou nting toll

liv es persisted into the fall of 
1966 ev en thou gh it nev er 
beca^ne the big issu e of the 
off-y ear elections. 
But it iH*o mpted Jo hnso n to 
undertake an arduo us 1 7 -day 
trip to sev en Asian natio ns, 
induing a quick flig ht to an

T^e Tex an who had seen 
World War — serv ice in t h e 
Pacific v isited peoples in the 
Far East where no American 
president had ev er set foot 
before. At an Asian su mmit 
conference in Manila, he laid 
the grou ndwork for a role for 
the United States to play in 
helping 
the 
u nderpriv ileged 
nations of the area achiev e a 
great society of their own once 
peace was attained in Viet­ 
nam. 
Pre-Electio n Surg ery 
Johnson retu rned from the 
mission on Wednesday , Nov . 
2, six day s before the election. 
On Thu rsday , Nov . 3, he su m­ 
moned 
newsmen 
a nd 
an­ 
nou nced he 
wou ld 
u ndergo 
su rgery within two week s. Two 
operations were inv olv ed, he 
related; one to correct an ab­ 
dominal hernia growing ou t of 
the scar on his gall bladder 
operation of the y ear before; 
the other to remov e a small 
poly p, or swelling, from his 
throat. 
Johnson made no fu rther

Instead, he went to his Tex as 
ranch to rest up in adv ance

Bethesda Nav al Ho spital o n 
No v . 1 6,1 966. 
The president u nderw’ent the 
dou ble su rgery , which lasted 
53 minu tes, with no complica­ 
tions. 
Within 
minu tes 
o f 
emerging from the anesthesia, 
he had seized a pen and pad 
to demand of his doctors: 
‘‘Tell me all abou t it.” 
Less than fou r hou rs after 
the operations, he called in 
newsmen and photographers to 
demonsitrate he was all right 
ex cept for soreness of his 
throat and abdominal region. 
On Satu rday , Nov . 19 — three 
day s after su rgery — he strode 
ou t of Bethesda and flew to 
his Tex as ranch to continu e 
his recu peration with a mix ­ 
tu re of work and rest. 
The president’s critics in­ 
sisted that foreign policy was 
his weak point. His friends in­ 
sisted 
he was doing all any 
man cou ld do to k eep peace 
in a trou bled world. 
Domestically , Johnson prided 


himself on the firmness he 
showed in the civ il rights field 
— whether in pu shing legisla­ 
tion to fru ition or in assigning 
t r oop s 
t o 
p r ot e c t 
demonstrators on a 5 0-mile 
march in Alabama. 
In tills as in o ther areas, 
the 6-fo o t-3 Tex an bro ng fat to 
the presidency an unquestio ned 
sense o f leadership and a 
demanding energ y that had 
marked his entire career. 
He slowed down only when 
illness forced him to — su ch 
as the bou t with a v iru s that 
hospitalized him after his in­ 
au gu ration in Janu ary 1965 and 
abdominal su rgery 8A4 months 
later. Bu t he had recov ered 
totally from his 1955 heart at­ 
tack and made a few con­ 
cessions to it ex cept for daily 
ex ercise su ch as swimming 
naps when possible, and mild 
and walk s. 
In retirement at his ranch 
on the Pedernales 
R i v e r , 
Johnson 
led 
an 
a l m os t 
reclu siv e life, k eeping an ey e 
on his bu siness interests and 
showing u p in Au stin to con­ 
du ct s e m i na r gov ernment 
cou rses at the Univ ersity of 
Tex as. 
In March 1970, Johnson was 
hospitalized at Brook e Army 
Hospital in San 
A nt oni o 
becau se of chest pains that 
created concern ov er his heart 
condition. A 
c a r d i ol og y 
specialist told newsmen it was 
not a heart attack in the 
general medical sense of the 
term tx it resu lted 
from

also a k nowledge of the office 
gained from 
w or k i ng in­

Roosev elt, Harry S Tru man, 
Elisenhower and Kennedy . 
That Johnson was born to 
politics was nev er mu ch in 
dou bt. On Au g. 27, 1908, his 
rancher grandfather, Samu el 
Ealy Johnson Sr., rode on 
horseback arou nd Johnson Ci­ 
ty , 
Tex ., 
t e l l i ng 
his 
neighbors: 
“A United States senato r 
was bo m this mo rning ■— my 
g randso n.” 
His other grandfather had 
serv ed in the state legislatu re 
and had been Tex as secretary 
of State. His father, Sam Jr., 
had followed 
in the family 
legislativ e footstep» , 
serv ing 
fiv e terms. 
Johnson’s mother was the 
former R ^ k a h Baines. On 
her side of the famiiy had been 
a 
signer 
of 
the 
T e x a s 
Declaration of Independence, a 
gov ernor 
of 
Kentu ck y , 
a 
member of the first Congress 
of the Repu blic of Tex as. 
Rebek ah Baines had work ed 
her way throu gh her final y ear 
at 
Bay lor 
Univ ersity 
a nd 
tau ght school in G i l l e s p i e 
Cou nty , Tex . 
Both parents left an indelible 
imprint on y ou ng 
L y nd on 
growing u p in the jack rabbit 
coimtry along the Pedernales 
Riv er. 
Thirst Fo r Learning 
From his mother came a 
thirst for learning and Tex as 
tradition. From her, he heard 
how one of his grandmothers 
had escaped a su rprise Indian 
raid on their ranchhou se by 


hiding in an empty flou r bar­ 
rel. Step-by -step she tau ght 
him the alphabet witii A-B-C 
block s, then the Mother Goose 
rhy mes, 
then 
lines 
f r om 
Longfellow and Tenny son. He 
was reading at 4 and started 
school at 5. 
Jo hnso n’s memo ries 
that 
time were v iv id and dear to 
him. 
So mu ch so that on April 
11. 1965, when he signed into 
law a $1.3 billion elementarj' 
and secondary school aid bill 
■— the largest in history and 
the first break throu gh in the 
old parochial school aid con­ 
trov ersy — Johnson did so at 
the one-room school near his 
ranch where he first learned 
the three R’s. His mast im­ 
portant gu est was Mrs. Kate 
Deadrich Loney , 72, of Rou gh 
and Ready , Calif., who was 
his first teacher at that cou n­ 
try school and had held him 
or her k nee to read to him as 
a tot. 


A Teacher First 


He gloried in hav ing been 
a school teacher before he 
tu rned to politics and said he 
wanted to retu rn to teaching 
after leav ing the presidency — 
instru cting 
stu dents 
at 
the 
School of Gov ernment that the 
Univ ersity of Tex as was at­ 
taching to the Ly ndon Baines 
Ji^nson Library that wou ld 
hou se his papers. 
But J(rfmso n did no t flt the 
classic intellectual mo ld. 
He had a qu ick and retentiv e 
grasp of official docu ments 
and other written matter bu t 
he u su ally held his ex tracu r­ 
ricu lar reading to biographies, 


histories or other book s dealing 
with national and world pro­ 
blems. He rimnned fiction. His 
fav orite v olu me was British 
economist Barbara 
W a r d ’ s 
“The Rich 
Nations and the 
Poor Nations,” which dealt 
with how the hav e cou ntries 
shou ld help the hav e-nots. 
As a y ou th, John.son’s grades 
were good bu t not mitstanding. 
At Johnson City High School, 
he was president of his class 
of sev en when he grachiated 
at age 15. 
He had a flair for debating 
and reached the Tex as state 
high school finals. When he 
lost, he recalled later, ‘‘I went 
right into the bathroom and 
was sick .” 


Stubborn Man 


It was after high school that 
Johnson showed he cou ld be 
stu bborn. He flatly balk ed at 
going to college. When his 
parents persisted, he took off 
with fiv e friends and headed 
for California. For the first 
time he ex perienced pov erty 
and hu nger. 
Johnson told an interv iewer 
in after y ears: ‘‘Up and down 
the Pacific coast I tramped, 
washing dishes, 
waiting on 
tables, doing farm work when 
it was av ailable and growing 
thinner and more homesick .” 
He hitchhik ed home to Tex as 
bu t still objected to college. 
For a while, he work ed on 
a road gang arou nd Johnson 
City . 
Then one night he told his 
parents: ‘‘I’m sick of wwk ing 
ju st with my hands. I don’t 
k now if I can work with my 
brain bu t I’m ready to try .” 
With a borrowx id $7 5 and a 
janitor’s job, Johnson entered 
S ou t h w e s t 
Tex as 
State 
Teachers 
College 
at 
S a n 
Marcos in Febru ary 1^ . After 
his scholastic lay off, he was 
av id for stu dy . 
He tocrfc his degree in 3’i 
y ears and on the small college 
campu s 
demonstrated 
h i s 
fledgling political prowess. He 
was the star debater on the 
college team, the editor of the 
campu s newspaper and the 
organizer of a mav erick school 
political grou p that u pset a 
long-standing regime. 
For two y ears, he tau ght 
speech 
and 
debate 
in 
a 
Hou ston high school where his 
debate 
teams 
won 
s t a t e 
honors. And he v olu nteered to 
work as a campaigner for 
Richard 
Kleberg, the Tex as 
congressman and owner of the 
mammoth King Ranch, The 
job prov ed to be a tu rning 
point in Johnson’s life. 
When 
Kleberg 
went 
o t 
Washingt(Mi in 1932, the 22- 
y ear-cld 
Johnson 
went with 
him as an assistant. For the 
rest of his life, Johnson was 
in politics. 
In that lower echelon of 
congressional secretaries, the 
y ou thfu l 
Tex an cau ght 
on 
qu ick ly . 
In 
1934, 
Johnson 
w a s 
div erted from 
politics 
b y 
romance. In a 
w h i r l w i nd 
cou rtship he wooed and won 
Clau dia Alta Tay or, the pretty 
bru nette dau ghter of a well-to- 
do Marshall, Tex . rancher. She 
was k nown best from childhood 
as ‘‘Lady Bird.” 
Jo hnso n ran fo r his first 
electiv e o ffice in 1937 — the 
y o ung est and least kno wn o f 
10 candidates seeking the 10th 
Co ng ressio nal District seat. 
Shrewx ily , 
t h e 
23-y ear-old 
hopefu l declared himself 100% 
for the Roosev elt New Deal 
program inclu ding the con­ 
trov ersial Su preme C ou r t - 
pack ing plan. Brou ght into the 
limelight and made the focu s 
of v oter attention, Johnson won 
the 
first 
cf 
six H ou s e 
terms. 
Ev en more, it brou ght him 
to the qu ick attention of a 
delighted Roosev elt, who was 
cru ising in the Gu lf of Mex ico 
at the time cf the election

With only

Hou se ex perience u nder his 
belt, Johnson annou nced from 
the White Hou se steps in 1941 
that he wou ld ru n for the Tex ­ 
as Senate seat made v acant 
by the death of the incu mbent, 
W. 
I,ee 
O’Daniel. 
Johnson 
ICiSt. 
Still a Ho use member and 
a stro ng New Dealer, Jo hnso n 
was in Washing to n when Pearl 
Harbo r was attacked. Three 
day s 
later, 
he w a s co m­ 
missio ned as a Nav y lieutenant 
co mmando r. 
Jo hnso n’s

For the remainder of the 
war, be serv ed as chairman 
of the Hou se Nav al Affairs 
Inv estigating Committee. 
It was in this period that 
the fast-mov ing Tex an became 
well acqu ainted with a little- 
k nown senator from Missou ri, 
Harry S Tru man, who was 
heading

His political star was on th< 
rise. In 1946 he made his se­ 
cond 
challenge 
to become' 
senator 
and 
in 
a 
ru n-off, 
against Cck e Stev enson won by I 
the hair-breath margin of 37 
v otes ou t of ^,29 5 that were 
cast. 
Johnson 
first 
flashed 
to 
Senate 
attention

In a 
series of speeches, he pro­ 
tested

mobilization and what he call­ 
ed a policy of ‘‘delay -defeat- 
retreat.” 
In the off-y ear elections of

whip were toppled from office.

Ernest McFarland,

Arizona v eteran, was elected

leadership. By

clamation, Johnson was named 
whip. 
He wBs 42 at the time. He 
had been in the Senate two 
y ears. 
In 
1952, 
D w i g h t 
D. 
Eisenhower swept to pawer 
and McFarland went down in 
the landslide. The Democrats 
pick ed Johnscn as their leader. 
At 44, he stood at the top 
of the party ’s Senate hierachy 
and. with Ray bu rn, one of the 
two most powerfu l Democratic 
spok esman in Washington.

particularly to like each other. 
Their initial person-to-person 
footing was an uneasy one. 


Both took particular pains to 


rectify the situation and in the 
two years and 10 months of 
Kennedy's leadership, the two

in 
developing a 


close-knit relationship. 


At 
Kennedy's 
b e h e s t , 


Johnson undertook a series of 
exhausting goodwill missions 
throughout the world. 


Mission 


Some of the missions were 


the ceremonial 
affairs 
that 


become the lot of every vice 
president. But at the "height 
of t h e 
Khrushchev-inspired 


Berlin Wall crisis, he flew to 
beleaguered 
West Berlin in 


August 1961 to declare on 
Kennedy's behalf: "This city 
can never be bullied into the 
surrender of its freedom." 


On the domestic 
f r o n t , 


Johnson kept an unobtrusive 
eye on the Senate and helped 
csury the load on such New 


Frontier programs as civil 
rights. 


On Nov. 22, 1963, Lyndon and 


Lady Bird Johnson rode in a 
motorcade through the sunlit 
streets of Dallas four cars 
behind the limousine bearing 
Kennedy and Texas Gov. John 
Connally. Lee Harvey Oswald 
fired three rifle shots and a 
president was dead. 


As the world and the nation 


recoiled in shocked disbelief, 
Lyndon B. Johnson took the 
helm. Two hours after 
the 


assassination, J o h n s o n — 
aboard the White House jet 
that was to take him and the 
body of the fallen Kennedy 
back to Washington — took 
the oath of office, administered 
by an old family friend, 67- 
year-old U.S. District Judge 
Sarah T. Hughes. 


President At 55 


At 55 years of age, the man 


from the Texas hill country 
ranch was President of the 
United States. 


But he told Congress in his 


first address: "All I have I 
would have given gladly not 
to be standing here today." 


As he led the nation in 


mourning for the dead pres- 
ident, Johnson began moving 
immediately to prevent 
any 


national faltering. 


He told the American people 


in 
a 
somber 
Thanksgiving 


message: "A great leader is 
dead, a great nation must 
move on. Yesierday is not ours 
to recover but tomorrow 
is 


ours to win or lose." 


To the free and Communist 


worlds, he gave this message: 
"This nation 
will keep

Vietnam to West Berlin." 


Civil Rights Hallmark 
Of LBJ Administration 


Washington i£l — Civil rights 


legislation fcund its champion 
in 1957 • when then-Senate ma- 
jority leader, L \ n d o n B 
Johnson left most of his fellow 
southerners and pushed for 
passage of the century's first 
law to bar racial discrimina- 
tion. 


That bill was the beginning 


of what was to become a 
hallmark of the Johnson ad- 
ministration. 


The bill established the U.S. 


Civil Rights Commission and 
a civil rights division in the 
Justice Department and also 
empowered 
the a t t o r n e y 


general to get federal court 
injunctions to enforce voting 
rights. 


Johnson, 
with 
appeals t o 


reason together, succeeded m 
shaping the measure into a 
compromise 
that avoided a 


full-scale filibuster hv Southern 
opponents despite their bitter 
resistance to its passage. 


What came to be considered 


the landmark civil rights bill 
passed in 1964 after surviving 
a three-month Senate battle. 
During that struggle Johnson 
constantly called from 
t h o 


White House to direct strategy 
to overcome a Southern filibus- 
ter. 


Among its 
key 
provisions 


the bill banned discrimination 
m 
employment, r e q u i r e d 


places of public examination 
to be 
open 
to all 
without 


regard to race and provided 


for a cutoff of federal funds 
for state and local programs 
in which discrimination was 
practiced. 


Later in 1965. C o n g r e s s 


passed — at Johnson's urging 
— a voting rights bill that 
often has been described as 
the most effective of all civil 
right measures. 


It brought about a dramatic 


increase in Negro voting in 
the South. 


Johnson often argued that if 


Ne-groes secured the right fo 
vote, they would have 
the 


power to win other rights that 
would give them full equality 
under the law.

Johnson entered the presidency 
•with both hope and misgivings 
about 
Vietnam. 
He left 
in 


deepest disappointment that ho 
had not obtained peace. 


"I regretted more t h a n 


anyone could possibly know," 
Johnson 
recalled 
afterwards, 


"that I was leaving the White 
House without having achieved 
a just, an honorable, and a 
lasting peace in Vietnam." 


The Indochina conflict was 


already 
a little war 
when 


Johnson was thrust into the 
chief executive's role with the 
assassination of John F. Ken- 
nedy. The war kept 
getting 


larger and larger, despite one 
attempted 
remedy 
a f t e r 


another. 


Some 16,000 American troops 


were in South Vietnam when 
Johnson succeeded Kennedy in 
November, 1963. About 540,000 
GIs were there when Johnson 
startled the world in March 
1968 by combining Vietnam 
peace talks moves with an an- 
nouncement that he would not 
run again. 


In his memoirs, "The Van- 


tage Point," Johnson related 
that he got his first exposure 
to details of the Vietnam pro- 
blem 48 hours after he took 
the oath of office. 


He said he got a generally 


hopeful 
assessment 
of 
the 


outlook for success in Vietnam 
from 
his principal 
advisers 


during his first days in office. 
At the same time, he said he 
also "had serious misgivings" 
about aspects of the Vietnam 
situation. 


From then on, t r o u b l e s 


seemed to mount with no pry- 
posed solution quite seeming 
to work out. And the enemy 
kept up its offensive as U.S. 
involvement mounted.

Johnson use the resolution the 
way he did to justify his later 
prosecution of the war. 


In February 1985 Johnson 


ordered U.S. planes 
to hit 


military targets in North Viet- 
nam. The U.S air 
campaign 


kept up, except for a few short 
pauses, until the 1968 bombing 
halt 


Johnson followed the start of 


the bombing campaign with 
the introduction in the spring 
of 1965 of American combat 
troops in growing numbers. 


Johnson put 
diplomacy in 


motion too. He accompanied 
the U.S. military involvement 
with a speech in April 1965 
urging Hanoi to join in peace 
negotiations. 


Johnson's 
d i p l o m a t i c 


representatives 
traveled 
far 


and 
wide in one peace in- 


itiative after another, but not 
until his last year in office 
could he get agreement with 
the enemy to sit down at the 
negotiating table. 


When hs left office, he felt

D-S.D., the 1972 Demicratic 
presidential nominee, and a 
long-time critic of Johnson's

Superior — Every morning 


at 8:30 a m., water superm- 
tcndant Bill Thampsnn and his 
assistant, Darrel Bice, drive 
out to a little brick building 
on the east edge of town to 
manitor the city's fluondation 
system 


The "system," a 60-gallon 


plastic 
barrel and a small 


feeder mechanism which in- 
troduces the fluoride into the 
water system at exactly the 
prescribed rate, was first ins- 
talled back in 1951. At that 
time, a City Council vote made 
Superior 
the first 
town in 


Nebraska 
to fluoridate 
its 


water permanently. 


First, the men draw one of 


several samples of tap water 
tp be taken at various places 
around the city, recording the 
fluoride 
concentration 
on a 


monthly State Department of 
Health surveillance sheet. 


Replenish Supply 


Then Bice draws a small 


quantity 
o f 
hydrofluosilicic 


scid, the fluoridating 
agent, 


frwn a drum and dilutes it 
with five parts water. He pwrs 


the 
solution into the plastic 


barrel to replenish what was 
measured into the water the 
day before. 


He handles the concentrated 


fluoride carefully, for at that 
strength — precisely a million 
times the strength at which 
it will reach the tap — it is 
highly toxic. But at one part 
per million (ppm), the optimal 
rate for prevention of tooth 
decay, it is as harmless as 
table 
salt, 
and 
w i d e l y 


recognized as a trace nutri- 
tional element — like iodine, 
which is a deadly poison in 
concentrated form. 


In 21 years, the 
fluoride 


concentration of Superior taip 
water 
has 
never 
wandered 


outside the careful l i m i t s 
prescribed by the H e a l t h 
Department. Less than .8 ppm 
would 
be 
ineffective

preventing tooth decay. More

Ten-Year Study 


A ten-year 
post-fluoridation 


study was conducted in 1061 
by two Superior dentists, Dr. 
Wi'liam

Mark Muffley. Dr. Muffley, a 
Superior 
dentist 
and c i t y 


councilman in 1951, was

The results, compared with 


those of a similar '"baseline" 
study done in 1951, revealed 


a 66% decrease in the in- 


cidence of decayed, 
missing 


and filled 
(DMF) teeth in

old children with no DMF teeth 
rose sixfold (from 11.3% to 
66.2%) in ten years.

Says Dr. Nelson: "When you 


see how many restorations the

His dental 
assistant, Mrs. 


Jim Bauer, is an example. She 
has fillings m every tooth con- 
tact point in her mouth, and 
so does her husband. 


Only Two Pits 


"But my 10-year old son 


Greg has only two small pits," 
said Mrs. Bauer. "He was 
fortunate enough to be born 
in a place with fluoridatinn, 
and I thank God " 


Such an example could just 


as well have been the result 
of good diet and home care, 
as 
of 
fluoridation. 
Rut 
the 


same story is heard all over 
town. Mr. and Mrs. George 
Johnson, for example, have 
three children K->y (now Mrs. 


Larry Placke of Grand Island, 
27, was six years old when 
fluoridation came in, and con- 
sequently missed most of its 
benefits. "She's had a lot of 
dental 
work," 
said 
M r s . 


Johnson. "All her back teeth 
are capped, and she's still

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IN PERSPECTIVE

Nothing really new seems to appear under the sun following Gov. 


J. J. Exon's submission to the Legislature of his 1973-74 annual 
budget. The governor's budget is neither as tight as it might have been 
nor as generous as some people would like it to be. 


It is disappointing to us in two respects. One, the planned hike in 


tuition rates as a means of supporting progress in higher education is 
a decision we wish the governor had not made. We are pricing some 
young people out of the higher education market and putting an 
excessive burden on many other parents and young people. 


While we have seen a dramatic shift in education from the 


academic to the vocational in recent years, the former remains a vital 
and significant part of our future. In making higher education tougher 
to achieve, we are eliminating some of the human potential of our 
society. 


The place of higher education in the affairs of men ought to be 


determined somewhere other than the pocketbook. The decision to 
attain such an education should not be basically an economic one, 
which is what we are making it by continuing to hike tuition. 


The decision, rather, ought to be made on the basis of the ability, 


ambitions and opportunities of the young people in the area of higher 
education. To do otherwise is to slowly revert to a system of privilege 
in higher education that was once the trademark of many countries of 
the world but which is rapidly being discarded by those who practiced 
it. 


The other area of disappointment for us is in the overall budget 


totals. Generally speaking, the budget will not allow for much 
forward movement of the agencies and institutions of state 
government. While more funds will be spent in 1973-74 than in 1972- 
73, plain old inflation will eat up about half of the increase. 


While drawing up a relatively tight budget, Exon has reserved for 


property tax relief at the local level a substantial sum of federal funds 
plus a substantial increase in the state sales and income taxes. 


The governor may well be taking the more popular course of 


action in driving for property tax relief but the people should at least 
realize that the relief will come at the expense of other state needs. 
What they get in local tax relief, they will sacrifice in terms of public 
programs in a host of areas. 


The property tax relief provided by Exon is one area of possible 


conflict with state senators. They could, if they so choose, accept his 
hike in state taxes but appropriate the money for state programs 
rather than local tax relief. Thus, they would provide a higher state 
budget but stay technically within the tax limitations set by the 
governor. 


They would, therefore, be taking issue with him only in the areas 


of spending priorities, not the total state tax bill. 


In the budget in general, one does not anticipate a great deal of 


conflict between the governor and the Legislature. There will be 
differences in details of spending as among the agencies but the Exon 
budget does not suggest any major confrontations. 


A major conflict is in the making, of course, in one item left out 


of the governor's budget — an increase in state aid for public 
education. Exon proposes to let state aid stand where it is today. 


But a legislative committee will be recommending a program of 


state aid that will more than triple existing levels over the next three 
years. If senators take the committee aid to education 
recommendations and the rest of the Exon budget, they would 
substantially exceed the governor's tax limitations. 


Thus, the governor's budget appears to sift down to one of no 


more than average rating from the point of view of progress in public 
affairs and of only one or two areas of major confrontation with the 
Legislature. His budget rates a high mark in the area of holding the 
line on taxes.

NEW YORK - It's a little 


early to dwell on what new 
political razzle-dazzle will pop up 
in 1976, but one thing's for sure: 
Candidates won't waste their 
money on psychedelic posters 
and free rock concerts to lure 
the Youth Vote. 


There isn't, it turns out. any 


such thing. 


After all the hustling . . . after 


the frantic scrambling to lure the 
kids to the polls . . . after all the 
fantasies of the potential power 
in the 25 million new ballots — 
nothing. 


No overwhelming turnout by 


eager 18-to-20-year-olds; not one 
youth-oriented politician swept 
into national office on an 
idealistic surge of votes from 
"new adults." 


N o t , in short, a single 


dramatic change in American 
politics. 


When all the smoke had 


cleared, we found out the kids 
acted just like the old folks: 
More than half of them didn't 
e\en bother to vote. 


And 
those that did (48 
f/ I 


made practically no difference in 
the outcome, since they added 
up to only six per cent of the 
total. 


So much for the ballyhooed 


Youth Vote. And politicians on 
both sides will spend the next 
three years trying to figure out 
where they went wrong. Twenty- 
five million new votes is, after 
all, 25 million votes And nobody 
in the election racket can be 
blamed for considering them 
worth going after. 


Everybody thought the Youth 


Vote was capable of swinging 
the election, and the boys in the 
smoke-filled 
rooms started 


hustling the kids even before the 
ink was dry on the 26th 
Amendment. 


They promoted rock concerts 


. . . Demonstrations of frisbee 
throwing . . . and so many cam- 
pus appearances, the confused 
candidates must have felt they 


were back in Rush Week. 


Every presidential hopeful 


consulted his "youth adviser." 
Senator McGovern had kids 
ringing doorbells 
by the 


thousands. And even Candidate 
Nixon tossed in an extra $1 
million to condition young peo- 
ple to pull the right lever. 


The pollsters were busy, too. 


There were, they told us, six 
million new voters in college and 
18 million more 
"invisible 


youth" just itching to have their 
say in national politics. 


And every so often (usually 


more often than we felt really 
necessary) we were brought up- 
to-date by some significant 
survey on what the 18-t0-24-year- 
olds were thinking that week on 
the Vietnam war, amnesty for 
draft-dodgers, pollution, pot, 
permissive sex, etc., etc.. etc.... 


Lots of people took these 


bulletins seriously. Candidates 
shilly-shallied back and forth on 
their promises, depending on 
what the kids seemed to want 
that week. Hard-hat hawks 
grappled in the streets with long- 
haired 
doves. Establishment- 


types quaked at the prospect of 
Youth Taking Over. 


Well, now we know. The 


Youth Vote is no more a block- 
buster threat than is Labor . . . 
or the Farm bloc . . . or the Aged 
. . . or even the Forgotten 
American. 


American voters, whatever 


their age, fall into two categories 
on election day: a disappointing 
half of them stay home and 
watch the returns on TV to see 
how the other half voted. 


And while it's probably too 


optimistic to hope that next time 
around things will be more 
realistic, there's one bright note: 
Aging candidates won't feel 
forced to slap a quick dye-job on 
snowy sideburns and squeeze 
middle-aged spreads into bell- 
bottom double-knits just to show 
the kids they're "with it."

U.S. Capital And Know-How Abroad 


Chilean President Salvadore Allende's 


accusations against International Telephone and 
Telegraph subsidiaries for allegedly interfering in 
Chile's political affairs exemplify the fashionable 
penchant for discrediting U.S.-based multinational 
corporations on the grounds of economic 
imperialism. 


Praise for American economic might at work 


in other countries on a private basis is a rarity. 


It must be of some comfort to capitalists, then, 


that a United Nations study authored by a Harvard 
professor suggests that foreign subsidiaries of U.S. 
corporations help rather than harm the developing 
countries where they operate. 


There are two sides to the argument, says Prof. 


Raymond Vernon, and the other side is that such 
corporations have done more than enrich their 
stockholders. 


Where American enterprise gets into trouble, 


according to Vernon, is in contributing to "a sense 
of diluted control over the economic life of their 
own country" on the part of nationalistic leaders 
who are frustrated in attempts to create a viable 


and permanent economic base on their own. It is, 
of course, a fairly common practice for leaders in 
underdeveloped nations to screen their failures 
behind cries of American exploitation. 


On the other hand. Vernon explains, U.S. 


companies have provided such countries with the 
necessary money and know-how to develop their 
resources; ready-made markets for their products: 
jobs for their people and push toward 
industrialization. 


Problems still exist when American capital and 


know-how are excluded, Vernon notes. Chile, for 
example, "still faces the problem of selling its 
copper, Cuba its sugar, Egypt its cotton, in markets 
outside their own territories. All still face the need 
to mobilize resources, internal and external." 


Vemon is not attempting to place a halo above 


the head of American industrial might on the 
march; he is attempting to balance the picture — 
and it needs to be balanced. 


McGovern's Dim View 


Sen. McGovern's loss to President Nixon, 


which he said had left him with a "sense of sadness 
and fury," has also apparently laid him open to a 
severe attack of egomania. To hear him, one would 
think that the failure of American voters to elect 
McGovern president has pushed this country to the 
verge of disintegration. 


In a lecture at England's Oxford University 


Sunday, the defeated Democratic candidate said 
the United States is "closer to one-man rule than at 
any time in our history," brought on by "executive 
encroachment and legislative paralysis" and the 
exhaustion of the press and political parties. 


"And 
the exhaustion of A m e r i c a n 


institutions," McGovern said, "is matched by the 
exhaustion of the American spirit." The 
Republican Party, he went on, has been reduced to 
"utter vassalage by the White House," while the 
Democrats have sunk to the level of "a party with 


no principles, no programs, living only from day to 
day, caring only for the perquisites of office, doing 
nothing and worse, not caring that nothing is 
done." And the nation's press, said McGovern, has 
"yielded subtly but substantially" under constant 
pressure from the Nixon administration. 


We think it's true that there is a one-man show 


going on in Washington, that Congress has lost 
some of its power by default and that the press is 
subject to dangerous pressures never before 
imposed on it. But the country hasn't been driven 
to its knees by the re-election of Richard Nixon and 
the defeat of George McGovern. The people's will, 
their inexhaustible spirit and the restraints 
inherent in our system of government will restore 
the balance in the long run. 


It's obvious that Sen. McGovern feels his loss 


very keenly. It might make some people wonder 
how much faith he had in the country to begin 
with.

To Your Good Health 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: What 


causes sciatica and what can be 
done to correct it? I have a 
severe pain from the right side 
of the pelvis down to the right 
knee. It started about seven 
months ago, and I have applied 
heat and hot baths but it still 
pains me. — E. W. 


Sciatica gets its name from a 


nerve that runs down the back of 
each leg — the sciatic nerve. 
Chances are that applying heat 
to the place where you suffer the 
pain won't do a bit of good. Or 
will do very little. It may relax 
tense muscles, but it won't get at 
the root of the trouble. 


Why? Because the pain that 


you feel along that nerve usually 
emanates not from the place 
where you hurt, but at a point 
higher up along the nerve. 


Most generally it is at the 


point at which the nerve 
emerges from the spinal column, 
in the lower back. Arthritic 
changes in the bones of the 
spine, or some injury, or 
sometimes inflammation from

If we really are on the way out 


of Vietnam at last, moreover, 
maybe we can apply some of its 
lessons to the remarkable events 
now 
occurring 
in

Philippines, which is even more 
of an ally than South Vietnam. 


Even more, because for half a 


century the islands were under 
United States rule, following our 
first Asian adventure; because 
their people so closely shared 
American fortunes, good and 
bad, in World War II; because, 
before it was done in South 
Vietnam, an American-style 
democracy was created for the 
Philippines; and finally because 
the 
i n d e p e n d e n c e 
and 


sovereignly of the Philippine na- 
tion was granted by the U.S. 


Now President Ferdinand E. 


Marcos has suspended the old 
American-style constitution; yet 
declared martial law and 
governed by decree under the 
suspended constitution; dictated 
a new constitution providing for 


a parliamentary system; refused 
to hold the referendum on the 
new constitution that he himself 
had proclaimed for Jan. 15; 
declared the new constitution in 
effect after its "ratification" by 
hand-picked special assemblies; 
refused to summon into session 
the parliament called for by the 
new constitution; and made 
himself 
simultaneously presi- 


dent under the old constitution 
and premier under the new, 
governing by decree under the 
martial law still in effect under 
one or maybe both constitutions. 


Naturally, all of this was done 


in response to "the people's 
will," to fight communism, 
crime and corruption, to es- 
tablish order, and to provide 
stability and security. Not sur- 
prisingly, the same people who 
will all this have now officially 
asked 
President-Premier 


Marcos to remain in office for an 
indefinite period without 
holding elections. President- 
Premier Marcos, however, has 
so far been too modest to agree 
to this, at least publicly. 


Washington, preoccupied with 


war, peace, the budget and the 
inauguration, has nevertheless 
"noted 
these 
developments," 


says Charles W. Bray II of the 
State Department, but for the 
time being will have no 
comment on them. Among other 
reasons, jt is anonymously 


reported, is the desire of the 
Pentagon not to "rock the boat" 
when the boat carries Clark Air 
Force Base and Subic Bay Naval 
Station, not to mention — as was 
learned at the time of the 
Okinawa flap a year or so ago — 
stocks of nuclear weapons. 


To the extent, if any, that 


these facilities are vital to the 
U.S.'s security, the Pentagon 
may be right; but the awful 
ironv is that President-Premier 
Marcos's one-man rule could 
make it more, not less, likely 
that at some point in the future a 
"people's movement" or a 
"liberation front" might seize 
power or create the kind of 
disorder that would threaten 
these American bases. It has 
happened before, for instance 
under Ngo Dinh Diem in South 
Vietnam. 


"No 
c o m m e n t ' ' may 


nevertheless be the best policy 
for now, if not necessarily for 
the Pentagon's reasons, and 
although Congress 
probably 


ought to take a dim view of any 
military aid requests from 
President-Premier Marcos. 


After all, those who have come 


to 
deplore 
A m e r i c a n 


intervention aid B52 diplomacy 
around the globe can hardly call 
now for Nixon to take strong 
steps against President-Premier 
Marcos, or to restore democracy 
in flie Philippines. However 


these developments may be 
despised by Americans who ad- 
mire the Filipinos and love 
democracy, surely one prime 
lesson of Vietnam is that this 
country has no aptitude for 
ordering the affairs of another, 
and no business trying. 


Another signal — if obvious —• 


is being taught by President- 
Premier Marcos himself — the 
futility of American efforts to 
reconstruct nations and peoples 
in the American notion of the 
American image. If, after 50 
years of governing and a quarter- 
century of all forms of aid, 
American-style 
Philippine 


democracy could be so easily 
subverted, it probably never was 
appropriate. 


And why should Nixon or 


anyone else think it can be main- 
tained, if it could ever be 
established, in Vietnam? 


(In a recent article, I wrote 


that "Madison Square Garden 
authorities" had decided not to 
play the national anthem before 
a track meet, then changed their 
minds under pressure. It was, 
instead, the sponsors of the 
Olympic Invitation Track Meet 
who made the original decision, 
then changed it with the 
approval of the Garden 
authorities.

another cause affects the nerve. 


To get rid of the pain, that 


pressure on the nerve has to be 
relieved, and applying heat or 
liniment or massage or such 
things on the leg doesn't do 
anything to help what has gone 
wrong in your back. 


After seven months of that 


pain, I think your only wise 
course is to have your doctor (or 
perhaps an orthopedist) see 
what is bothering that nerve. 
Doubtless he will want an X-ray 
of the spine. 


Some sufferers unfortunately 


go on for years trying different 
home remedies that don't, 
really, have the faintest chance 
of succeeding. Liniment on the 
leg, where the hurt is, is putting 
the medicine in the wrong place. 


Quite often patients with 


sciatica will have the pain when 
in one position, and not in 
another — the pain may come 
when they are lying down but 
not when standing up, or vice 
versa. 


This can be a valuable clue. 


Some shift in the bones of the 
spine exerts the pressure. If the 
patient can be kept out of that 
position, the pressure is 
prevented. Hence back braces, 
or girdles of one type or another, 
can be very useful in preventing 
sciatica. 


The important point, of 


course, is to discover which is 
the proper position, and that is 
why X-rays are usually required 
for a successful attack on 
sciatica. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: My baby 


is eight months old and, until a 
few months ago, she had no 
tears. Even now when she cries 
her eyes will well up but rarely 
produce enough to create a tear. 
My doctor doesn't seem very 
concerned since some liquid 
does form. I can't help but feel it 
is abnormal. — Mrs. S. D. 


It's not abnormal at that age 


— you do notice some moisture, 
and it doesn't take very much to 
do its job of bathing the eyeball. 


Incidentally, moisture or tears 


will form in a child's eyes if he is 
hurt, or if the eyes are irritated, 
but if the crying is just an 
attention-getter, tears quite 
likely will not be present. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Please 


tell me if cola drinks are harmful 
to your health. My son thinks he 
has to have a bottle the minute 
he gets up until he goes to bed. 
He has about three bottles a day. 
He is 16 and high-strung and 
thinks I don't know what I am 
talking about. He still sneaks 
cola into the house. A few 


months ago we made him quit 
and for about three weeks he 
was more calm and you could 
reason with him. Last year I had 
convinced him with an article 
about cola being harmful to the 
body, until a high school teacher 
told his class the article wasn't 
true, so it was the teacher's word 
against the parents. Gi\e me 
your opinion. — Mrs. L. M. M. 


My opinion0 I think you're 


making too big a thing of it. The 
cola drinks contain caffeine, a 
stimulant, and some people get 
in the habit of drinking too 
much, just as some people get 
the "coffee habit," and drink too 
much. 


Principal risk is that 
the 


stimulation makes them jittery 


Likewise dentists have some 


reservations about too much 
drinking of pop or any other 
sugar-sweetened drinks, because 
they bathe the teeth in the 
sugary solution too much. 


Taken in moderation, there's 


no physical harm. My advice 
would be to agree that if your 
son wants a couple of glass'es a 
day. you won't fret about it That 
amount shouldn't harm him at 
all, and it ought to be worth 
something to both of you to put 
an end to the arguments. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I have 


been told that green potatoes are 
poisonous. Would it be all right 
to eat them after the green part 
has been pared away? — Mrs. C. 
H. 


When part of a potato is green, 


it can be poisonous, containing 
an atropine-hke substance. Cut 
away the green part and the rest 
of the potato is safe. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: What 


does a "Class I" in a Pap test 
report mean? What should be 
done? — I. J. 


It means everything was 


normal, and nothing needs to be 
done. Just have the routine test 
when it comes up next, in six to 
12 m o n t h s , on whatever 
schedule you follow. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: What is 


eosinophilic granuloma? — Mrs. 
LJ, I. 


It's a tumor of bone containing 


a certain type of white blood cell 
called an eosinophile, so named 
because it stains readily with a 
dye called eosin.

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IN PERSPECTIVE

Nothing really new seems to ap p ear under the sun following Gov 
J. J Ex on's submission to the Legislature of his 1973-74 annual 
budget The gov ernor's budget is neither as tight as it might hav e been 
nor as generous as some p eop le would like it to be 


It is disap p ointing to us in two resp ects. One, the p lanned hike in 
tuition rates as a means of sup p orting p rogress in higher education is 
a decision we wish the gov ernor had not made. We are p ricing some 
y oung p eop le out of the higher education market and p utting an 
ex cessiv e burden on many other p arents and y oung p eop le. 


While we hav e seen a dramatic shift in education from the 
academic to the v ocational in recent y ears, the former remains a v ital 
and significant p art of our future. In making higher education tougher 
to achiev e, we are eliminating some of the human p otential of our 
society . 


The p lace of higher education in the affairs of men ought to be 
determined somewhere other than the p ocketbook. The decision to 
attain such an education should not be basically an economic one, 
which is what we are making it by continuing to hike tuition. 
The decision, rather, ought to be made on the basis of the ability , 
ambitions and op p ortunities of the y oung p eop le in the area of higher 
education To do otherwise Is to slowly rev ert to a sy stem of p riv ilege 
in higher education that was once the trademark of many countries of 
the world hut which is rap idly being discarded by those who p racticed 
It. 


The other area of disap p ointment for us is in the ov erall budget 
totals. Generally sp eaking, the budget will not allow for much 
forward mov ement of the agencies and institutions of state 
gov ernment. While more funds will be sp ent in 1973-74 than in 1972- 
7 3, p lain old inflation will eat up about half of the increase. 


While drawing up a relativ ely tight budget. Ex on has reserv ed for 
p rop erty tax relief at the local lev el a substantial sum of federal funds 
p lus a substantial increase in the state sales and income tax es. 


The gov ernor may well be taking the more p op ular course of 
action in driv ing for p rop erty tax relief but the p eop le should at least 
realize that the relief will come at the ex p ense of other state needs. 
What they get in local tax relief, they will sacrifice in terms of p ublic 
p rograms in a host of areas. 
The p rop erty tax relief p rov ided by Ex on is one area of p ossible 
conflict with state senators. They could, if they so choose, accep t his 
hike in state tax es but ap p rop riate the money for state p rograms 
rather than local tax relief. Thus, they would p rov ide a higher state 
budget but stay technically within the tax limitations set by the 
gov ernor. 


They would, therefore, be taking issue with him only in the areas 
of sp ending p riorities, not the total state tax bill. 


In the budget in general, one does not anticip ate a great deal of 
conflict between the gov ernor and the Legislature. There will be 
differences in details of sp ending as among the agencies but the Ex on 
budget does not suggest any major confrontations. 


A major conflict is in the making, of course, in one item left out 
of the gov ernor s budget — an increase ir. state aid for p ublic 
education. Ex on p rop oses to let state aid stand where it is today . 
But a legislativ e committee will be recommending a p rogram of 
state aid that will more than trip le ex isting lev els ov er the nex t three 
y ears. If senators take the com m ittee aid to edu cation 
recommendations and the rest of the Ex on budget, they would 
substantially ex ceed the gov ernor's tax limitations. 


Thus, the gov ernor’s budget ap p ears to sift down to one of no 
more than av erage rating from the p oint of v iew of p rogress in p ublic 
affairs and of only one or two areas of major confrontation with the 
l.« gislature. His budget rates a high mark in the area of holding the 
line on tax es.

Praise for American economic might at work 
in other countries on a p riv ate basis is a rarity .

no p rincip les, no p rograms, liv ing only from day to 
day . caring only for the p erquisites of office, doing 
nothing and worse, not caring that nothing is 
done.”

Dear Dr. Thosteson: What 
causes sciatica and what can be 
done to correct it? I hav e a 
sev ere p ain from the right side 
of the p elv is down to the right 
knee. It started about sev en 
months ago, and I hav e ap p lied 
heat and hot baths but it still 
p ains me.

Sciatica gets its name from a 
nerv e that runs down the back of 
each leg — the sciatic nerv e. 
Chances are that ap p ly ing heat 
to the p lace where y ou suffer the 
p ain won’t do a bit of good. Or 
will do v ery little. It may relax 
tense muscles, but it won’t get at 
the root of the trouble. 
Why ? Because the p ain that 
y ou feel along that nerv e usually 
emanates not from the p lace 
where y ou hurt, but at a p oint 
higher up along the nerv e. 
Most generally it is at the 
p oint at which the nerv e 
emerges from the sp inal column, 
in the lower back. Arthritic 
changes in the bones of the 
sp ine, or some inju ry , or 
sometimes inflammation from

NEW YORK - Peace in 
Vietnam was at hand 12 day s 
before last Nov ember’s election, 
and by odd coincidence p eace 
seemed to be at hand again two 
day s before President Nix on’s 
second inauguration. Curiously 
enough, now as then, a few small 
details do remain still to be 
negotiated, but let us be no more 
cy nical than e x p e rie nc e 
warrants. 
If we really are on the way out 
of Vietnam at last, moreov er,

Now President Ferdinand E. 
Marcos has susp ended the old 
American-sty le constitution; y et 
declared m artial law and 
gov erned by decree under the 
susp ended constitution; dictated 
a new constitution p rov iding for 


a p arliamentary sy stem; refused 
to hold the referendum on the 
new constitution that he himself 
had p roclaimed for Jan. 15; 
declared the new constitution in 
effect after its “ratification” by 
hand-p icked sp ecial assemblies: 
refused to summon into session 
the p arliament called for by the 
new constitu tion; and made 
himself simultaneously p resi­ 
dent under the old constitution 
and p remier under the new, 
gov erning by decree under the 
martial law still in effect under 
one or may be both constitutions. 
Naturally , all of this was done 
in resp onse to “the p eop le’s 
will.” to fight commu nism, 
crime and corrup tion, to es­ 
tablish order, and to p rov ide 
stability and security .

Marcos to remain in office for an

The im p ortant p oint, of 
course, is to discov er which is 
the p rop er p osition, and that is 
why X-ray s are usually required 
for a su ccessfu l attack on 
sciatica.

We're glad to publish the 


foregoing letter, since it in- 
dicates the laws in some states 
discriminate against the oc- 
cupational mobility cf elder 
men and women w5io happen 
to be doctors. As doctors grew 
older they often want to move 
to a new state, possibly where 
their children live or where 
the climate is more tem- 
perate. 


Certainly medical standards 


today are uniformly high in all 
states, and those licensed to 
practice in one state should 
be permitted to practice their 
profession in other states. This 
would seem particularly so in 
the case of mild-climate states 
catering to the elderly. Older 
peoole require more medical 
attention than younger people, 
and logic would suggest that 
qualified, licensed 
physicians 


from elsewhere who wish to 
migrate to these 
appealing 


states should be permitted to 
practice their 
much needed 


medical arts without having 
obstacles put in their way.

From Moving To Other States

"I've recently learned that 
the No. 1 retirement state dees 
not o.'fcr reciprccity when it 
comes to permittir^ physicians 
frcm ether states to come here 
and practice.” writes Joseph 
L. Hoe^ of Key West, Fla. 
“This came to mv attention 
when ncighbcrs told me they 
wc.“e delighted to learn that 
a 
friend—an 
em.neni 
New 
York wo.man gynecologist—had 
decided to move to Florida and 
bring her wisdom and skill to 
a commu nity that needed it 
badly. 
"Bu t later they told me this

had

Florida did not recognize a 
New York medical license, and 
to be eligible to practice here 
she’d have to go to all the

Private physicians are so bu sy 
with

that 
the 
.sickness and death rate among 
lower income grou ps is shock­ 
ingly high. These acts w^cre 
brou ght ou t in a recent Key 
West conference with officials 
from the U.S. Dep,. of Health, 
Edu cation, and We>lfEre. 
"They tell me California is 
another state that is rou gh on 
ph>"sicians from other states 
who want o come in 
and 
practice. 
And certainly that 
state has hordes of older peo­ 
ple who cou ld benefit from 
h a v i n g e xt r a do c t o r s 
available. 
"I hope vcu will mcnticn this 
in yxju r colu mn, Mr. Peterson, 
becau se it seems 
wrong to 
dLscou rage older 
doctors 
in 
other states from retiring to 
Florida or California, simply 
becau se they are net permitted 


to continu e 
practicing their 
healir.g profession.” 
We’re glad to pu blish the 
foregoing letter, since it in­ 
dicates the law^ in some states 
discriminate against the oc­ 
cu pational mobility of cider 
men and women who happen 
to be doctors. As doctors grew 
older they often want to move 
to a new state, possibly where 
their children live or where 
the 
climate 
is 
mwe 
tem­ 
perate. 
Certainly medical standards 
today are u niformly high in all 
states, and those licensed to 
practice in cne state shou ld 
be permitted to practice their 
profession in other states. This 
wou ld seem particu larly so in 
the case cf mild-climate s^.ates 
catering to the elderly. Older 
people requ ire more medical 
attention than you nger people, 
and logic wou ld su g’gest that 
qu alified, licensed physicians 
from elsewhere who wish to 
migrate 
to 
these 
appealing 
states shou ld be permitted to 
practice 
their 
mu ch 
needed 
medical arts withou t having 
C'h5tacles pu t in their way.

Corn Strains Goal Of NU Program 


The corn breeding program 


at the University of Nebraska 
i s attempting to d e v e l o p 
strains which are resistant to 
stalk rot and bacterial wilt, 
Dr. W. A. Compton told those 
attending Crop Improvement 
Davs Monday. 


The research 
program, a 


cooperative effort of the NU 
departments of agronomy and 
plant pathology, received a 
USDA 
grant 
to 
work 
on 


bacterial leaf freckles and wilt, 
said 
C o m p t o n ,

researcher. The task is to 
learn the genetics of resistance 
to the disease. 


The 
University

breeding program is also eon- 
• c e n t r a t i n g 
on

resistance according to Dr. J. 
W. Schmidt of the NU depart- 
ment of agronomy. The pro- 
gram is testing v a r i e t i e s 
resistant to stem rust, and no 
varieties have been released 
yet. 


The corn breeding program 


is centering 
its stalk r o t 


research on the two disease 


organisms most common in 
Nebraska, Compton said. 


Research on stalk rot m 


other areas, such as Illinois, 
has resulted in hybrids which 
may not be as resistant when 
subjected 
to the stalk rot 


disease 
o r g a n i s m s

Nebraska, he said. 


"We're going to make some 


real 
contributions in t h i s 


area," he added. 


The 
objective 
of c o r n 


breeding 
research 
is 
to 


broaden the genetic base of 
the crop and to release new 
lines unrelated to the old, 
Compton continued. 


Six new lines of corn will 


be released this year, he said, 
and only one is closely related 
to previous lines. 


Also planned in about a 


month is the release of a new 
hybrid 
which was selected 


because of its good yield and 
good stalk and root strength, 
even when hit with stalk rot. 
he said. 


In 
their 
tests of 
wheat 


varieties, Schmidit said they 
found Centurk, a commercial 


variety, has the highest pro- 
ductive capacity of Plains 
wheats but, under some con- 
ditions, it doesn't do well. 


Three new varieties tested 


by the University have good 
resistance to stem rust while 
still 
retaining 
good 
baking 


quality and straw 
strength, 


Schmidt said. Other strains 
being tested he described as 
more suitable for the Panhan- 
dle or the southwest than for 
southeastern Nebraska. 


The research program is at- 


tempting to improve protein 
content by genetic means but 
Schmidt said he thought the 
best way was with oitorgen 
fertilizers. The S c o u t l a n d 
variety has a high 
enough 


protein content so the grower 
could get a higher return on 
the crop, he added. 
Research in winter barley 


varieties has resulted in a 
greater ability by plants to

The governing principle in 


making such assumptions is 
that you don't assign to declarer 
cards that make the contract 
impregnable, if it is at all 
possible for partner to have 
them. On the contrary, you 
always assume that partner has 
the high-card strength or 
distribution that will lead to 
declarer's defeat. 


Consider this case where 


West leads a diamond. East 
takes the ace and the problem is 
what to return. 


The proper return is a low 


heart, but, before discussing the 
question of why, let's first 
examine the effect. West puts 
up the king and dummy wins 
with the ace. 


It doesn't much matter what 


declarer does next; he is bound 
to go down one. If he tries a 
trump finesse, West takes the 
king, returns a heart, and that 
finishes declarer off. If East 
returns anything but a low heart 
at trick two, South easily makes 
the contract. 


East's goal at the start is to 


score four tricks for the 
defense. In attempting to meet 
this goal, he cannot afford to 
credit South with the king of 
hearts, for, if declarer has that 
card, it become impossible for 
East-West to take four tricks. 


Hence a heart return by East 


at trick two is a must. He cannot 
do better than hope that West 
has a trump trick in addition to 
the king of hearts, and that the 
heart return will do declarer in.

The governing principle in 
making such assumptions is 
that you don't assign to declarer 
cards that make Uie contract 
impregnable, if it is at all 
possible for partner to have 


them. On the contrary, you 
always assume that partner has 
the high-card strength or 
disU-ibution that will lead to 
declarer’s defeat. 
Consider this case where 
West leads a diamond. East 
takes the ace and the problem is 
what to return. 
The proper return is a low 
heart, but, before discussing the 
question of why, let’s first 
examine the effect. West puts 
up the king and dummy wins 
with the ace. 
It doesn't much matter what 
declarer does next; he is bound 
to go down one. If he tries a 
trump finesse. West takes the 
king, returns a heart, and that 
finishes declarer off. If East 
returns anything but a low heart 
at trick two. South easily makes 
the contract. 
East’s goal at the start is to 
score four tricks for the 
defense. In attempting to meet 
this goal, he cannot afford to 
credit South with the king of 
hearts, for, if declarer has that 
card, it become impossible for 
East-West to take four tricks. 


Hence a heart return by East 
at trick two is a must. He cannot 
do better than hope that West 
has a trump trick in addition to 
the king of hearts, and that the 
heart return will do d«?larer in.

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City Council Reaffirms NE Radial Stand

In an apparent response to 


mounting public concern over 
city 
plans 
to 
build 
the 


Northeast Radial, the City 
Council Monday reaffirmed its 
committment to proceed with 
the project. 
'The council approved Coun- 
cilman Dick Baker's policy 
statement, which said, "Based 
on all data now available, 
there is a public need for the 
Northeast Radial, and unless 
the forthcoming Metropolitan 
Transportation Study indicates 


otherwise," the radial should 
be "constructed and placed 
into service" according to a 
timetable 
to be set by the 


council. 


The vote was 5 to 2. 
Couneilmen Merle Hale, Dick 


Hartsock, Harry Peterson and 
Bob Sikuta joined Baker in 
adopting the statement, while 
Council 
members 
H e l e n 


Boosalis and Steve Cook op- 
posed the move. 


Both Mrs. Boosalis and Cook 


emphasized that they are not 
opposed to construction of the 
radial at this time, but said 


they believe the project should 
be given more study. 


"As I said at budget time," 


Mrs BwMialis stated, "I think 
we ought to proceed a little 
more sk>wly and see what the 
study says — rather than at 
the accelerated rate of land 
acquisition 
which 
w e ' r e 


following now." 


To date $3 million has been 


spent in right-of-way acquisi- 
tion. The radial, which would 
sweep in a wide area from 
northeast Lincoln to the cen- 
tral business district, is pro- 
jected 
to cost around $30 


million. 


Last August both M r s . 


Boosalis and Cook v o t e d 
against budgeting $500,000 this 
fiscal year for land acquisi- 
tion. 


Both said Monday they felt 


the policy statement was un- 
necessary, with Mrs. Boosalis 
calling it "irrelevant1 and 
"out of order." 


In particular she said she 


objected to the council taking 
action without advance notice 
and without a public hear- 
ing. 


However, Baker contended a 


public hearing was not needed 
since 
the resolution 
j u s t 


acknowledges action taken by 
the city in the past regarding 
expenditure o! funds for land 
acquisition. 


Hale said, "A lot has been 


changed since the b u d g e t 
hearing 
— theres been a lot 


of vocal opposition to it (the 
radial) which is getting a lot 
of publicity. The public has 
a right to know where we 
stand." 


"This is a hot issue — we 


should give the public some 
guidance," Hartsock added.

The City Council Monday 


postponed a c t i o n on the 
Hillsdale Estates-Austin Realty 
Co. controversy 
pending a 


decision from the City At- 
torney on several questions 
raised during the public hear- 
ing. 


In an unprecedented move, 


residents of the area are re- 
questing r e v o c a t i o n of a 
special permit issued to Austin 
Realty to build multiple units 
in the single-family develop- 
ment. 


Austin 
is 
requesting 
a n 


amendment to its community 
unit plan to build townhouses 


instead of apartments in the 
area. 


At issue is "Lot 19" — a 


4.3-acre tract of land at 77th 
and Lexington. 


It is on that site that Austin 


has planned to build its multi- 
ple units. H o w e v e r , the 
residents have claimed the 
developer promised them a 
park. 


In 1867 the city issued a 


special permit to Austin to 
build a community unit plan 
in northeast Lincoln, including 
48 apartments. 


Last fall, the d e v e l o p e r 


returned to the city to request 
an amendment to the permit 


.asking to build 48 townhouses 
instead of four, 12-plexes on 
the site. 


However, area residents ob- 


jected and started the revoca- 
tion action. 


The City-County Planning 


Commission tried working out 
a compromise plan to settle 
the dispute. 


That solution called for a 


reduction in the number of 
multiple units from 48 to 40. 
with more open space and 
recreational areas than the 
first townhouse plan. Austin 
agreed to the compromise. 


However, the residents did 


not, according to testimony 


given before toe council Mon- 
day. 


Darrell Feit c o n t e n d e d , 


"This still is a bad1 community 
unit plan," and called upon 
the council "to correct past 
mistakes." 


Another resident, 
Leighton 


Wessell, added that even with 
40 units, the area still would 
be overcrowded, s a y i n g , 
"We're fitted in here with a 
shoe-horn." 


Other property owners con- 


tended that approval of the 
multiple units would increase 
traffic to a bottleneck level, 
and jeopardise the safety of 
school childiren.

books- being written. But the Dolphins did it—a team that's 
only seven years old, that wears aqua and orange uniforms, 
that has a funny fish on their helmets. 


"Or it we were from a diehard N.F.L. city," says 


Jim Kiick, the running back, "we'd be getting more recogni- 
tion." 


National Holiday For Redskins 


If the Washington Redskins had done it, President Nixon, 


might have declared a national holiday. If the Chicago 
Bears had done it, George Halas might have been put 
in the Smithsonian Institute, alive. 


But the Dolphins were in that "other league" before 


the merger. So there's no way the Dolphins can be the 
best team ever. Not enough tradition. The weather is too 
nice there, too. Not like Green Bay where you've got 
to play in snow and ice and zero temperatures. That's 
real football. And the Dolphins' schedule was easy. 


"But if you played the Houston Oilers 17 times," one 


realist said, "You probably wouldn't go 17-0." 


The Oilers are the N.F.L.'s worst team. But the Jets 


played them only once, and lost. Maybe the Dolphins 
schedule looks easy now, but that's because they made 
it look easy. 


And when they lose a game next season, it won't 


dilute what they accomplished this season. They went 17-0, 
and it won't happen again. It's not the same psychology 
as when Roger Bannister broke the four-minute mile. Even 
though it now has been done, other teams won't be able 
to do it. 


The chemistry is too involved, and impossible to repeat, 


as if the test tube shattered before Don Shula had time 
to analyze the formula. 


The Chemistry Of Being 17-0 


The chemistry involves a good coach and good players. 


It also involves planning, timing and luck. 


Two of those elements surrounded Bob Griese's ankle 


injury. When he got hurt, h« had guided the Dolphins 
through the most difficult stretch of their schedule—road 
games against the Kansas City Chiefs, Minnesota Vikings 
and Jets in the first four weeks. 


For just such an energency, Shula had acquired Earl 


Morrall as a stand-in. That's planning. But if Griese had 
been injured a month later, he wouldn't have recuperated 
in time for the Super Bowl when the Dolphins needed 
him most. That's timing. 


Their only other serious injury was Tim Foley's shoulder 


separation, which kept the left comerback out of the Super 
Bowl, but with Lloyd Mumphcrd, once a regular, the Dolphins' 
were more fortified at that position than at any other 
on defense. That's luck. 


But the basic element of the Dolphin chemistry, and 


one that will endure, is the togetherness of the players. 


When the Packers were winning, Jerry Kramer called 


it "love." Whatever it is. the Dolphins have it now. Shula 
generates it, as Vince Lombardi did, by guiding his players 
with humane values that they respond to in a crisis. It's 
also something the Redskins don't have. George Allen, the 
man and the methods, generates deceit instead. He trades 
draft choices he doesn't own. He defies the N.F.L. rules 
on announcing injuries. For all his genius, his slinky manner 
produces a slinky atmosphere. 


Two Losers 


In a crisis, it's often the difference, as it has been 


for the Oakland Raiders under AI Davis, another man 
of intrigue. 


"Al Davis has put the Raiders where they are," one 


of his players has said, "but he's kept them from where 
they should be." 


The Raiders have been in the playoffs five times, making 


the Super Bowl once and losing. Allen's teams, the Redskins 
and the Los Angeles Rams, have been in the playoffs 
four times, making the Super Bowl once and losing. 


Their only hope is to meet in the Super Bowl someday. 


Then one has to win. But no matter which teams win 
the Super Bowl games in the future, none of them will be 
be 17-0. The Dolphins belong in a time capsule. Treasure 
them. 


"It wasn't much of a game last Sunday," people 


keep saying. "Not very exciting." 


Not unless you realize that it produced something you'll 


never see again. 17-0. 


Thoroughbreds Smash State Fair Records 


"The year 1972 will be remembered as a record breaker," 


State Fair general manager Henry Brandt told the members 
of the State Board of Agriculture Monday morning. 


Brandt, while making his annual financial report of 


the State Fab- thoroughbred racing season, revealed that 
last summer's season topped previous records for total 
mutuel handle, one-day handle and for total attendance. 


Some of the totals might be credited to the fact that 


the Lincoln meet was the longest in history. 
"Although 


we raced a total of'30 days (against 25 the year before)," 
Brandt said, "the extra five days did not include any 
additional holidays or Saturdays. Our daily average handle 
was $255,849.50. and the daily average attendance was 4,975. 
The handle and attendance were all-time highs." 


The purse distribution to the horsemen was greater 


than ever, also. Purses' totaled $441,866.60, and this figure 
was swelled to $462,727.01 by special awards and Nebraska- 
bred purses. 


To appreciate what an increase that represents, the 


total purses for 1971 amounted to $338,004.00 — over $100,000 


less — and that was 12 percent higher than the purses 
of 1970. 


"The minimum purse reached $1,600 by the end of 


the second week last summer," Brandt said. "Each day 
the feature race had a purse of at least $2,000 and each 
Saturday a purse of $3,000 to $5,000 was paid." 


"We paid mutuel taxes of $267,019.40 and admission 


taxes totaling $17,962.50," Brandt said. The figures compare 
to $209,160.08 and $15,552.30 for the previous year. 


The best news of Brandt's report was a rise in the 


net profit for the operation to $126,963.38, up from the 
$87,620.32 of 1971, which was a five-year low. 


"The main reason for our success," Brandt claims, 


"are the innovative things we have done such as the 5 
o'clock post time every day except Saturday and the opening 
of our daily double windows during the noon hour, which 
has been a very successful venture and will be continued 
in 1973." 


Then Brandt said he was sure he was sounding like 


a broken record, but again, as in past years, he stressed 
the need for upgrading the Fairground facilities. 


"We need air conditioning, box seats, club house dining 


facilities and betting windows conveniently located so the 
patron can bet without walking up and down stairs," Brandt 
said. "I am sure than an investment in upgrading our 
plant will pay for itself in a short time." 


Brandt revealed that the racing days for 1973 will total 


27, running from July 17 through Aug. 18. 


"And we are planning something new this year," Brandt 


added. "We are going to a video tape instead of using 
the film patrol. This will help us in keeping our 25-minute 
post time schedule, since the tape will be available im- 
mediately after the race, if there is an objection." 


Brandt said the move will benefit the racing public, 


too. "We will be able to play back each race over the 
closed circuit TV for the public right away. This will 
be a great help to the stewards and a convenience to 
the pubic."

“The year 197J will be remembered as a record breaker,” 
State Fair general manager Henty Brandt told the members 
of the State Board of Agriculture Monday morning. 
Bran d t, wh ile mak in g h is an n u al fln an clal rep o rt o f 
th e State Fair th o ro u g h bred racin g seaso n , rev ealed th at 
last sn mmer’s seaso n to p p ed p rev lo n s reco rd s fo r to tal 
mu to el h an d le, o n e-d ay h an d le an d fo r to tal atten d an ce. 
Some of the totals might be credited to the fact tha<t 
the Lincoln meet was the longest in history. “ Altboi^h 
we raced a total of 30 days (against 25 the year before),” 
BranA said, “ the extra five days did not include any 
additional holidays of Saturdays. Our daily average handle 
was $255,849.50, and the daily average attendance was 4,975. 
The handle and attendance were all-time highs,” 
The purse distribirtion to the horsemen was greater 
than ever, also. Purses totaled $441,866.60, and this figure 
was swelled to $462,727.01 by special awards and Nebraska- 
bred purses. 
To appreciate what an increase that represents, the 
total purses for 1971 amounted to $338,004.00 — over $100,000 


less — and that was 12 percent higher than the purses 
of 1970. 


“ The minlmnm purse reached $1,6 0 0 by the end of 
the secimd week last summer,” Brandt said. “ Each day 
the feature race had a purse of at least £ E,06 0 and each 
Satnrday a pnrsc of $3 ,0 0 0 tn $5,0 0 0 was paid.”

The best news of Brandt’s report was a rise in the 
net profit for the operation to $126,963.38, up from the 
$87,620.32 of 1971, which was a five-year low. 
“ The main reason for our success,” Brandt claims, 
“ are the innov ativ e things we hav e done such as the 5 
o’clock post time ev ery day ex cept Saturday and the opening 
of our dally double windows during the noon hour, which 
has been a v ery successful v enture and will be continued 
In 1973.” 


Then Brandt said he was sure he was sounding like 


a broken record, but again, as in past years, be stressed 
the need for upgrading the Fairground facilities. 
“ We need air conditioning, box seats, cliM) house dining 
facilities and betting windows conveniently located so the 
patron can bet without walking up and down stairs.” Brandt 
said, “ I am sure than an investment in upgrading our 
plant will pay for itself in a short time.”

. . . FOREMAN MAINTAINS UNBEATEN STRING 
Kingston, Jamaica (AP) — 
George Foreman smashed Joe 
Frazier to the canv as six times 
Monday night and then said, 
“ God told me I would be 
champion.” 
“ I’m 
not 
going 
to 
quit, 
vowed Frazier after losing the 
world heavyweight title in a 
stunning upset. 
The end came in the second 
round of the s c h e d u l e d 
15-rounder with Frazier reeling 
a r o u n d 
the 
ring, 
blood 
streaming 
from 
his 
mouth, 
after he had gotten up from 
the sixth knockdown, the third 
of the second round. 
Referee Artur Mercante of 
New York called a halt at 1:35 
of the round. 
The fight goes into the official 
record books as a knockout. 
“ I didnt want to hurt him 
any more.” said Foreman. “ 1 
kept begging Yancey Durham 
(Frazier’s manager) to stop 
it.” 
“ The fact that I didn’t fight 
tougher opponents in my past 
two fights didn’t effect the 
outcome,” claimed Frazier. 
“ I am not thinking about any 
fights now,” said the 24-year- 
cld Foreman, who suddenly 
find.s himself looking down at 
Frazier and Muhammad Ali, 
the two dominant figures in 
boxing for the past several 
years. 
“ All I want to do is stay 
still a while and appreciate 
what I have done, what God 
has let me do.” 
What Foreman did Monday 
night was fight like anybody 
but a 3(^-1 underdog as he 
ilterally chopped 
Frazier to 
pieces. 
About midway in the first 
round Foreman scared with 


two left jabs and then dro^^ed 
Frazier witih a thudding right 
hand to the face. Frazier got 
up immediately and t ook an 
ei^ht count. 
Frazier moved 
back in with a left hook and 
exchanged a few punches with 
Foreman before Frazier went 
down again from a series of 
right hands to the head. 
Once again Frazier got up 
innmediately, but he was badly 
dazed and went down for the 
third time in the round as the 
bell sounded. 
Frazier landed flat on his 
back and it appeared he might 
stay down, but he struggled 
un at the count of three as 
Mercante continued the count 
according to the rules. 
Frazier rushed to the attack 
as the second round opened 
and landed a left hook to the 
head, but from then on it war 
all Foreman. Tlie new cham­ 
pion, 
who 
weighed 2 1 7 
pounds to 214 for Frazier, sent 
Frazier down for the fourth 
time with a left and a right 
to the jaw. Frazier struggle! 
up at two and then went down 
again from two left hooks. 
Once again Frazier todc hardly 
any count, and it was hardly 
any time before he went down 
for the final time after receiv­ 
ing a series of punches along 
the ropes. 
Frazier struggled gamely to 
his feet, but Mercante took one 
look at the reeling, bleeding 
fighter and signalled a new 
heavyweight champion of the 
world. 
Before the fight Frazier had 
predic.ed Foreman would not 
be able to last 15 rounds with 
h<m, but on this night it was 
F.^azier who was tne minted

wtio had said Frazier’s gruel­ 
ing 15-round v i c t o r y over 
Muhammad Ali in 1971 had 
taken too much out of Frazier 
as a fighter.

Indeed, Foreman’s knockout 
over the 29-year-old Frazier, 
his 35.h in 38 victories, must 
have been one of his easiest 
fights.
